Attempt  to 

MAKASSAR,  INDONESIA 

(UPI)  — President  Sukarno  last 
night  escaped  a third  attempt 
against  his  life  when  a hand 
grenade  exploded  in  a crowd 
outside  a sports  arena  killing 
three  persons  and  injuring  28. 

The  60-year-old  president,  un- 
hurt but  obviously  edgy  after 
the  explosion,  went  on  with  his 
speech  in  the  arena  and  ripped 
into  the  Netherlands  for  its  re- 
fusal to  hand  West  Irian  (West 
New  Guinea)  over  to  Indonesio. 

U.  S.  Ambassador  Howard 
Jones,  one  of  a number  of  dip- 
lomats who  have  been  accom- 
panying Sukarno,  was  in  the 
sports  arena  at  the  time  of  the 
explosion.  He  was  unhurt.

BYU’s  women  debaters  set 
out  to  prove  that  it  isn’t  en- 
tirely “a  man’s  world,”  as  they 
finished  third  Friday  in  a meet 
with  27  top  college  teams  at 
Redlands,  Calif. 

Only  two  women’s  teams 
were  entered  in  the  tourna- 
ment, according  to  Joan  War- 
ner. forensics  council  public- 
ity manager. 

THE  TWO  COEDS  on  the 
third  place  team  were  Sally 
Kirkman,  a junior  majoring 
in  instruction  from  Orem,  and 
Reba  Keele,  a junior  speech 
major  from  Price. 

This  is  the  same  tournament 
the  BYU  men’s  team  took  first 
place  in  last  year,  said  Miss 
Warner.  Redlands  and  Dart- 
mouth were  finalists  who  vied 
for  first  place  this  year,  she 
added,  but  did  not  know  who 
emerged  victorious. 

MEANWHILE  in  Bozeman, 
Mont.,  at  the  Treasure  State 
Tournament.  Cougar  debaters 
won  more  honors.  Ned  Ashby, 
a freshman  political  science 
major  from  Provo,  won  first 
place  in  extemporaneous 
speaking. 

Steve  Van  Dyke,  a sopho- 
more political  science  major 
from  North  Ogden,  was  one  of 
the  finalists  in  the  oratory  di- 
vision, but  was  defeated  ac- 
cording to  Miss  Warner. 

Miss  Warner,  a junior  En- 
glish major  from  Provo,  reach- 
ed the  finals  with  six  other 
contestants  in  the  interpretive 
reading  division,  but  finished 
way  down  in  the  health  de- 
partment with  a bad  cold.

murder  Sukarno  fails 


in  Armenia  by  Soviet  MIG  jet 
fighters  today  after  its  pilot  re- 
ported trouble  with  his  radio 
equipment. 

The  incident  was  announced 
first  in  Brussels  by  Sabena  Air- 
lines and  then  confirmed  in  Is- 
tanbul by  airport  officials. 

The  plane,  a French-built  Car- 
avelle  jet,  was  flying  from  Teh- 
ran, Iran,  to  Istanbul.  The  inci- 
dent occurred  in  apparently  the. 
same  area  where  two  U.  S.  Air 
Force  planes  were  lost  in  1958. 

Though  the  pilot  reported  a 
loss  of  radio  contact,  the  trouble 
apparently  did  not  interfere 
with  the  plane’s  radio  transmit- 
ter. 

Authorities  said  they  heard 
the  pilot  say,  "I  have  to  follow 
MIG  fighters.  I believe  they  are 
taking  me  to  Russia." 


Brown  rips  Nixon 

WASHINGTON  ( UPI ) — Cali- 
fornia  Gov.  Edmund  G.  (Pat) 
Brown  lashed  out  today  at  for- 
mer Vice  President  Richard  M. 
Nixon  for  "not  joining  the  fight 
against  the  ultra  right  wing.” 

The  Democratic  governor,  who 
has  not  announced  whether  he 
will  seek  re-election,  told  the 
National  Press  Club  in  a pre- 
pared speech  that  Nixon  "has 
chosen  . . . opportunism"  as  the 
road  to  the  governorship. 

"He  has  stepped  away  from 
those  who  are  fighting  the  po- 
litical primitives,”  Brown  said, 
“and  he  apparently  wants  their 
money  and  support.” 

Brown  said  “the  ultra  con- 
servatives have  corporate  finan- 
cial support.  They  are  using  it 
to  exact  concessions  from  mere- 
ly conservative  Republicans.”

HOUSING  representatives 
discussed  where  housing  be- 
longs in  the  university  picture 
and  lines  of  authority.  Sugges- 
tions were  making  a housing 
representative  a member  of 
the  executive  council  and  put- 
ting housing  under  IOC’s  jur- 
isdiction just  as  geographical, 
honoraries,  and  service  units 
are. 

White  said  he  feels  in  the  fu- 
ture the  housing  organizations 
will  be  made  a unit  of  IOC  even 
though  he  feels  the  housing 
program  will  remain  under 
AWS  and  AMS. 

The  senators  at  the  workshop 
discussed  the  possibility  of 
change  in  student  government 
with  the  completion  of  the  stu- 
dent center.  They  were  also 
concerned  with  outside  and  in- 
ternal apathy. 

LEADERSHIP  COMMITTEE 

members  talked  about  the 
committee’s  role  and  where 
their  funds  should  be  channel- 
ed. The  committee  asked  them- 
selves if  the  university  is  de- 
riving enough  benefit  from  the 
experimental  training  in  group 
dynamics  selected  delegates 
yearly  receive  at  the  Bethel, 
Maine,  laboratories  or  whether 
the  less-expensive,  similar 
training  at  Cedar  City  might 
be  more  utilized. 

The  Central  Publicity  Com- 
mittee is  in  the  process  of  re- 
organizing.

Plans  are  to  require  candidates 
to  interview  those  holding 
posts  they  are  seeking,  to  re- 
quire candidates  for  senate 
seats  to  attend  at  l^ast  two 
senate  sessions  and  to  place 
polls  in  each  of  the  campus 
housing  areas  as  well  as  in 
off-campus  districts.  They  also 
raised  the  question  of  how  to 
better  inform  the  student  elec- 
torate about  issues  and  candi- 
date qualifications.
